Introduction and Ordering Information 


The following is the title and author index to the 1985 Graphic Arts Abstracts. 
The title section is divided into the 31 subject categories used in the monthly 
Absiracts. Within each of these categories, the titles of abstracted articles are 
arranged alphabetically. Following each title is the page numberof the abstract 
and the code number used for ordering photocopies of the complete articles. 
The digits following the hyphen in the code number indicate the number of pages 
in the complete article (for example in code D786-4, the article consists of four 
pages). The order form (last two pages of this index) should be used for ordering 
photocopies. Simply list on the back of the order form desired code numbers 
and mail it to GATF, following the instructions on the order form. Photocopies 
of articles without code numbers are not available from the Foundation. 

In the author section of the index, the authors are listed alphabetically along 
with the page numbers on which the abstracts of their articles appear in Graphic 
Arts Abstracts. 


The listing of periodicals indicates the periodicals in which the abstracted 
articles appear. 

Photocopy coupons or cash (in the form of a check) must be used to order 
photocopies. Coupons are available from the GATF Order Department in sheets 
of 10 for $10.
